Neoliberalism resources. 

The essay I handed out the first day, “The Essence of Neoliberalism,” is an 
example of B’s more polemical work in the 1990s, written for a braoder public 
audience. The term “neoliberalism” may not be familiar, however, because it is 
not used in mainstream political discourse in the US. As you can see from the 
article itself, B is arguing against proponents of an unregulated market 
capitalism. 

How neoliberalism takes specific forms varies, but the effects are unmistakable: 
an increase in the percentage of the population in poverty, a growth in income 
differences (especially marked in the US and accelerated by the Bush tax cuts 
for the wealthy), and in cultural production less autonomy due to the increasing 
conglomeratization and commerciaization of publishing, as one example.
